By far the most in- 
teresting and the most im- 
portant forthcoming film

At last, in this film, we 
y Hollywood 
attempt at Shakespeare by 
Strangely 
enough it is in black and 
white... 1 would * have 
thought that not only — did 
it offer an opportunity ‘Tor 
colour, but cilled for it—the 
play is not in’ the Hamlet 
group, after all. 


Those of you who are not 
familiar with the original 
will, L feel sure, find this 
film a tremendous ex- 
perience; but to those who 
are it should still offer de- 
light and the added interest 


of comparison. 

The wider © scope of the 
cinema ls, here, an asset in it- 
self, being able to bring us the 
battle and mob scenes with 
greater realism than the stage, 
but this has not tempted 
Joseph Mankiewicz, the direc- 
tor, to cut or mar Shakespeare's 
bewutiful seript. 

It ls possible that you may 
take a few minutes to — settle 
down to the style of the 
dialogue--the whole film does 
in faci—but, having groaned. a 
bit, it Icaps vividly into life 
and never looks back. 

Essentially this film goes 
James Mason. He plays Brutus 
with both gentleness and un- 
and yet uuthority. 
It Js a benutifal performance, 
Possibly it Is because he alone 
is supremely In his clement; he

You get shoplifting gangs, hold- 
up gangs, housebreaking gangs, 
razor gangs. 

And I was shocked to know 
the number of gangs that ure 
led by youngsicrs not yet_in 
their ‘teens. ‘Around Islington, 
for instznce, there was a house- 
breaking gang led by a boy of

gangsters, and fights de- 
velop so eusily that very 
often the sight of a knife 
can act as oa brake. on an 
aggressive opponent, 

They jostle each other in 
streets. In cafes, they lean 
neross and knocks a cup of 
tea over. In pubs, they 
barge aguinst a rival and 
upset a beer. They make 
disparaging remurks about 
their “popsies” (girl 
friends) .or sneer or joke. 

All these things scratch a 
yangster.. To be derided in 
front of the adoring girl 
friend is too humiliating 
to endure. The knife, or the 
razor, comes out. <A battle 
is on. 


Mother's plea

A gang beat up the owner 
of a public-house just near 
the New Kent Road.
